Two large cuc wibers, 1 cup 
cooked rice, 4 cup cooked mush- 
‘rooms, 2 tablespoons butter, 1 
tablespoon minced -parsley, 14 
teaspoon salt, 1% teaspoon pep- 
per, 1% teaspoon celery pepper, 
milk to make moist. 

Pare cucumbers and cut in 
vhalves lengthwise. Scoop out 
seeds and sprinkle inside with 
salt. Invert and let stand ten 
minutes, Combine rice, mush- 
rooms, melted butter, parsley, 
salt, pepper and celery pepper and 
add “milk enough to make mix- 
ture. moist enough -to hold  to- 
gether. Fill cucumbers with 
mixture and cover with buttered 
crumbs. Put'into a buttered 
baking dish, add a few tables- 
poons ‘water and bake in a mode- 
rate oven for’ forty-five minutes, 
until. cucumbers are tender. 
Serve with tomato sauce. 

You can stuff and bake carrots, 
too, Bake them covered “until 
tender, flien remove the cover 
and brown the tops of the anit:
